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THE COMMON 

The people of Wilmington are able to discern 
an improvement on Wilmington Common. Walks are 
now in place, and a good coat of loam has been 
laid, with a promise of a nice green lawn to 
come. 

The Planning Board can take a bow for such 
progress as has been made. Theirs is a gradual 
program of improvement for the Common which is 
the physical center of Wilmington. 

It is fitting that our Common should be im- 
proved. We have had some little industrial 
growth, and there is promise of more to come in 
the near future. Should our growth be only in 
industry and homes? Should we not also have an 
attractive area near our schools, library and 
several of our churches? 

A little pride is good for any man, or any 
town. The improvement of our Common to date, is 
just a beginning, according to the way the 
Planning Board is looking at things. 

One of the planners of the Department of 
Natural Resources looked over our Common last 
week - a gentleman named Egbert Hanns, from our 
neighboring town of Billerica. Mr. Hanns has an 
excellent reputation, and is going to prepare a 
preliminary design for the planting and land- 
scaping of our Common. He was, we may say, en- 
thusiastic. 

The plans when completed will be probably on 
a long range program — so much money a year for 
trees, shrubs, etc, but all according to a 
master plan. This is as it should be, and there 
will be an opportunity here for civic minded 
organizations, individuals, or graduating 
classes to donate towards the beautifying of 
our Common. 

But the point that we like best of Mr. Hanns 
ideas is for a Veteran's yemorial, in the cen- 
ter of the circular walk. 

Surely we need a suitable memorial for those 
who gave their lives, in our recent wars. We 
have none. Mr. Hanns thinks that the center of 
the Common is the place, and we agree. 

Selectman De Felice proposed a monument a 
few years ago, in the annual Town Meeting. [t 
was turned down by tax-conscious voters. Mr. 
De Felice ts now having plan@ for a monument 
prepared that would be the type suggested by 
Mr. Hanns. wr, De Felice, or the Planning Board 
will probably be bringing the new design to the 
attention of a Town Meeting, in the not too 
distant future. 

The town can very well afford, at this time, 
to go along on this. The cost will be insigni- 
ficant. We owe a decent Common to ourselves and 
our posterity, and we owe a decent monument to 
those of our sons who have paid the Supreme 
Sacrifice.

DOWN THE IPSWICH RIVER

I'm Johnny Powen, in the 8th 
grade in Wilmington Nigh, and 
Dicky Allard and myself took a 
trip down the Ipswich River,

It is something I had been 
planning for a couple of years

A couple of 
years ago my father and I took 
a trip on the Ipswich, to the 
North Reading-Reading line. It 
wasn’t too bad - we did it in 
the spring time. My father is 
interested in this sort of 
stuff - maybe because his boss 
ynce wrote a book on canoe 
trips in New England, which 
describes a trip down the Ip- 
swich from Martin’ s Pond. 
Johnny owen and I were talk-

Dicky had maps, 
brought along, for the trip. 
We figured, somehow, that it 
was one inch to the mile, anil 
after we had started off we 
measured our distances as we 
went along - and boy, did we 
think we were making some time 
- but then we discovered we 
were wrong, and an inch re- 
presented 2.1 miles. To tell 
the truth it was a long and 
slow trip. 

We started Tuesday morning, 
at € um from Jenks Pridge. 
Dicky s father took us to the 
bridge. 

The voing was easy at first - 
we had no trouble to the new 
highway, and we went right 
through the new culverts, al- 
though we had to bend over, and 
crawl along the walls. 

We ran into trouble right af- 
terwards.

increase of $50,000 over the 
former authorization, because 
of Work Orders, and other i- 
tems which have been recently 
signed by the State authority. 
He himself was not in favor, 
he said, but he recognized 
that it had to be done. 

According to Smith the State 
authorities wanted to keep the 
initial cost low, at the time 
of the approval of the project 

There will be no increase in 
rent to the people living in 
the project, which is now 
fairly well filled, but still 
has a couple of vacancies.

CHAPTER 220 

THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASS. 

In the year one thousand nine 
hundred and fifty nine. 

AN ACT granting jurisdiction 
to the Superior Oourt to com- 
pel compliance with ordinances 
or by-laws of cities and towns 
prohibiting or regulating the 
removal of soil, loam, sand or 
gravel. 

Pe it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
in General Court Assembled, 
and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: 

Section 21 of Chapter 40 of 
the General Laws is hereby a- 
mended by striking out clause 
(17), as amended by Chapter 
352 of the acts of 1951, and 
inserting in place thereof the 
following clause: - 

(17) For prohibiting or regu- 
lating the removal of soil, 
loam, sand or gravel from land 
not on public use on the, whole 
or in specified districts of 
the town. The Superior Court 
shall have jurisdiction in eq- 
uity to compel compliance with 
any ordinance or by law made 
hereunder. The penalty for vio 
lation of any ordinance or by- 
law made hereunder shall be as
